THE EXISTING MEASURE WRONG IN 
PRINCIPLE AND GRIEVOUSLY UNJUST. 


The Rights and Needs of the Masses of 
American People Have Been Con- 
sidered and Not the Demands ot the 
Millionaire Few— Power of Taxation 
Should Be Limited to Providing sup- 
port for the Government-—The op- 
position Arraigned Without Mercy—A 
Remarkable Document. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The follow- 
ing is the majority report of the Ways and 
Means Committee on the new tariff: 

American people, after the fullest and most 
thorough debate ever given by any people to 
their fiscal policy, have deliberately and 
rightly decided that the existing tariff is 
wrong in principle and grievously unjust in 
operation. Thay have decided as free men 
must always decide that the power of 
taxation has no lawful or con- 
stitutional exercise extept for providing 

revenee for the support of the Government. 

Every departure from this principle isa de- 
parture from the fundamental - principles of 
free institutions and inevitably works outa 
gross inequality in the citizenship of a coun- 
try. For more than thirty years we have 
levied the largest part of our federal taxes in 
violation of this vital truth un- 
til we have reached in the ex- 
isting tariff! an extreme and voluminous 
system of class taxation to which history 
may be challenged to furnish any parallel, 
So many private enterprises have been taken 
into partnership with the government, so 
many private interests now share in the rich 
prerogative of taxing 70,000,000 of people, 
that any attempt to dissolve this illegal 
union is necessarily encountered dy an op- 
position that rallies behind the intolerance 
of monopoly, the power of - concentrated 
wealth, the inertia of fixed habits and the 
honest errors ofa generation of false teach- 
ing. 

. THE BILL NOT PERFECT. 

The Dill on which the committee has ex- 
pended so much patient and anxious labor is 


more pforessés to Be purged of alt protection 
than to be free Of all error in its complete 
and ‘niahffold Getails. However we may 
deny the existence of any legislative pledge 
or of the richt of any Congress to make such 
pledge for the continuance of duties that 
carry with them more or less acknowledged 
protection, we must recognize 
that great interests do exist 
whose existence and propriety it is no part 
of our reform either to imperil or to curtail. 
We believe, and we have the warrant of our 
past experience for belleving, that reduction 
of cuties will not injure, but give more 
abundant life toallour great manufacturing 
industries, however much they may dread 
the change. In dealing with the tariff ques- 
tion as with every other long-standing 
abuse that has interwoven itself with our so- 
cial and industrial system, the legislator 
must always remember that, in the begin- 
ning, temperate reform is safest, having in 
itself the principle of growth. 
PROTECTION AND ECONOMY. 

A giance at the tariff legislation of our own 
country ought to satisfy every intelligent 
student that protection has always shown its 
falsity asa system of economy by its abso- 
jute failure to insure healthy and stabile 
prosperity to manufacturers. It teaches 
mento depend on artificial help, on laws 
taxing their countrymen for prosperity in 
business, rather than upon their own 
skill and effort. It throws business 
out of its natural channels into arti- 
ficial channels in which there must 
always be fluctuation ahd uncertainty, and 
it makes a tariff system the foot ball of party 

liticsand the stability of large business 
nterests the stake of every popular élec- 
tion. None have recognized this truth more 
fully than the wise men who from time to 
time have engaged in the so-called pro-

The Hon. Alexander Rice of Massachusetts, 
said in the House: *“*The manufacturer 
asks no additional protection. He has 
learned among other things that the greatest 
evi], next to a ruinogms competition from 
foreign sources, is an excessive protection, 


which stimulates a like a ruinods and irre- 
sponsible competition at home.’’—(Congres- 
stonal Globe, 1859-60, paged 1,867). 

Mr. Sherman of Oh said: When Mr. 
Stanton saysthe manufacturers are urging 
and pressing the bill, he says what he must 
certainly know is not correct. The manu- 
‘facturers have asked over and over again to 
be let alone.“ (Ibid, 2 ). 

Mr. Morrill himself hag since said’ that the 
tariff of 1861 was not asked for and but coldly 
welcomed by manufacturers. (Congressional

Senator R. Md. 1. Hunter of Virginia, then 
Chairman ot the Senate Finance Committee, 
said: ‘‘Have any of the manufacturers come 
here to complain or ask for new duties?

The history of American industry shows 
that during no other period has there been a 
more healthy and rapid cevelopment of our

amore healthy and harmonious growth of 
agriculture and all the other industries of the 
country. 

No chapter in our political experience car- 
ries with ita more salutary lesson than this, 
and none could appeal more strongly to the 
lawmakers to establish a just and rational 
system of public revenues, neither exhaust 
ing agriculture by coastant bilood-letting 
nor Keeping manufacturers alternating be- 
tween chill¢ and ‘fevers dy artificial 
pampering.

FOR THE PEOPLE. 

We have not forgotten that we represent 
the people, who are many, as well asthe 
protected interests, whoare few, and while 
we have dealt with the latter in no spirit of 
unfriendliness, we have felt that it was our 


duty and not their privilegeto madethe tariff 
schedules. Those who concede the right of 
beneficiaries to fix their bounties must 
necessarily commit to them the framing 
and wording of laws by which those 
bounties are secured tothem. A committee 
of Congress thus becomes merely the amanu- 
ensis of the protected interests. It has been 
shown so often in debates of this House that 
nearly every important schedule of the ex- 
‘isting law was made inits very words and 
figures by representatives of the interests it 
was framed to protect that it is unnecessary 
in our report to present the record proofof 
this fact; but it may not be amiss 
to cite further evidence to show that this is 
not only the necessary rule, but the open 
and avowed method of framing protective 
tarif”. When the Senate substitute forthe 
bill passed by this House in the Fiftieth Con- 
gress— which substitute is a real basis of the 
existing law—was bejng prepared, Senator 
Hoar of MassachusettS appeared before the 
Senate sub-committee and used this lan- 


guage: 

Instead of coming before your subcom- 
mittee for a formal hearing on our Massa- 
chusetts industries. I thought the best way 
was to carefully prepare a table of all the 
varlous industries, perhaps some sixty or 
seventy in all, and ask Brother Aldrich to go 
over them with me and ascertain what the 
people wanted in each case, and if there were 
any cases in which the committee had not 
already Gone exactly what the petitioners 
desired, or had not infilexibly passed upon 
the question, I could have a hearing before 
you, but in every instance the action of the 
committee, as Mr. Aldrich thinks it likely to 
De, is entirely satisfactory to the interests I repre- 
sent, with the exception of one or two, and 
the papers in regard to these cases I have 
banded to Mr. Aldrich.’’ 

PROTECTIVE SYSTEM INDICTED. 

No stronger indictment of the whole pro- 
tective system could be made than that 
which is unconsciously carried in these 
words ofa United States Senator that laws 
which impose taxes on the great masses of 
people must be written in language so 
technical that the most intelligent citizen 


cannot fully understand them, and that 
the rates of taxation should 
be dictated dy the selfishhess and 
Greed of those who are to receive the taxes. 
We have bdDelieved that the first step toward 
that reform of the tariff should be a release 
of taxes on the materials of industry. There 
can be no substantial and beneficial reduc- 
tion upon the necessary clothing and other 
comforts of the American people, nor any 
substantiat and beneficial enlargement 
of the field of American labor, so long 
as We tax materials and processes of pro- 


duction. 
ON THE CONSUMER. 

Every tax upon the producer falls with 
Mcreased force on the consumer. Every tax 
on the producer in this country isa protec - 
tion to his competitors in all other countries, 


and so narrows his market as to Umit the 
lessen the wages of those to 
give employment.

IRON AND STEEL. 

The iron and steel schedule, beginning with 
free ore and a duty of 20% per gent on pig 
iron, we have reported a scale of duties con- 
siderably below those of the exist- 
ing. law, graduated according to 
the degree of manufacture which shouid 
bring benefit to the consumer without calling 
for any halt in the imperial ee of that 
industry in our country. The duty on steel ralis 
has been put at 25 per cent which according 
tothe reports of our department of labor 
quite compensates for all difference in the 
cost of production in ithis« country 
and abroad. There seems to be an authentic 
report that the pool of American rail makers, 
which under the shelter of the present duty 
of $13.44 per ton has kept up prices to the 
American consumer far beyond the cost of 
production and legitimate profits, has been 
reorganized to continue the regulation of 
their prices above the proper market rates. 
As all shippers and especially American 
shippers are vitally interested in cheapea- 
ing the cost of transportation, rates of duty 
upon steel ratis should be adjusted so as to 
protect them from monopoly prices and 
monopoly combinations. 

TIN PLATE. 

Upon tin plate the duty has been gauged 
with reference tothe revenue it will bring

should have advocated or ap roved its 
introduction into our laws. We have found 
it existing there as we find 
it virtually existing in every other 
schedule of the tariff and dealing with it in 
this more open and offensive form, as we 
have dealt with other schedules where 
large property interests are at stake, 
we have reported a provision for 
its repeal by such stages as shall gradually 
obliterate it from our laws, while permitting 
those who have invested large means under

LAV WAR ON GERMAN DIALECT. 


The Fatherland Tongue Being Officially 
Stemped Out in the Czar’s Domain. 


The revival of the national feelingof the 
Slav countries of Austria has prevented Ger- 
man from becoming the dominant tongue of 
Europe. A generation ago German had al- 
most displaced the Bohemian language; the 
official language of the Austrian empire, it 
bid fair to bind that heterogeneous empire 
closely together by becoming its oon lan- 


guage. But, according to the Interior, a 
— Slav revival has taken place. The 
ohemians, Croats, Slovaks, Poles and other 
nationalities have ‘all begun to create a na- 
tional literature and all insist that their 
language shall be recognized. Rather than 
adopt German the Slav nations would adopt 
the language oftheir kindred of Russia and 
become partof theempire ofthe Czar. The 
German language has thus been limited to 
the confines of Germany, German Switzer- 
land and the arch-duchies of Austria. It is 
spoken in the Baltic provinces of Kussia and 
by the Saxon colonies of Transylvania. It Is 
being officially stamped out in Russia, pas oe 
areward forsupport inthe army bill, 
ror William has promised to recognize 12 
olish language in Prussian Poland. Al- 
though about 55,000,000speak German, the 
territory in which the language is spoken 
does not increase. There are no German colo-

DOUBLE WATERFALL FOR FRISCO. 


A Handsome Artificial Attraction for the 
Midway Fair. 


The greatest of the permanent attractions 
at San Francisco’s midwinter fair will soon 
be ready forthe public. This is the marble 
cascade on the eastern slope of Strawberry 
Hill, Thefinishing touches are now being 
put on that work of art, and when the pump- 
ing machinery is ready to furnish the water 
for it, says the Report, the cascade will begin 


to ur its waters down the sheer side of the 
hill to form one of the most Magnifient artif- 
cial waterfalls in the world. Waterfalls are 
the delight of all peoples. Ihe scenic 
grandeur of even Yosemite Valley 
would, in the popular mind, be incom- 
parabiy lessened by the absence of 
the falis, ames All ite vast depth with roar 
and spray ht months in the year. This 
taste is not — itrary, but is founded in an 
artistic conception too manifestly true to be 
disputed. There is in nature nothing at 
once as sublimeand as beautiful as a mass of 
water tumbling down the wall of a canyon or 
the side ofa steep mountain. The grandeur 
is all its own, the beauty its self-created set- 
ting. It was therefore a happy idea which 
will give to San Francisco the marbie cas- 
cade. In a park which contains the elements 
naturally of everything beautiful by one 
artistic stroke has been placea a feature of 
grandeur which will ennoble the landscape 
ofthe park as no other single element has 
done or can be hoped to do. 
The bed of the falls presents a picture in 
itself which is sufficient to satisfy any one 
that the falls will be the success that is hoped 
tor them. But if there were any doubt as to 
their perfect success it has been removed by 
an experiment made the other day by turn- 
ing the water into the channel. The cascade 
was foundto be everything that had been 
hoped for it, and as stated. all that remains 
to start the roaring cataract tumbling down 
Its way Is the completion of some repairs to 
the pumping machinery. The fall will have 
two descents of fifty feet each. The 7 first fall 
will empty its foamy waters into a basin half 
way up the hiliside, and the waters will take 
another plunge and fallintoa similar basin 
at the base ofthe clif. From the latter pool 
they will don under a footwalk intothe lake. 
When it is stated that Vernal Falls, in Yosem- 
ite, are only 850 feet, ora little over thrice 
the height of the Marble Cascades, and pro- 
portionately contain no larger volume of 
water at their normal stage than it will, the 
force of the comparison will be understood.

State Highway Commissions have been 
formed in Massachusetts, Vermont, Pennasy!- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan and in several other 
States. These are generally temporary 
bodies charged only to inquire and recom- 
mend. In Massachusetts, however, there is 
a permanent commission, having important 
duties connected with actual road improve- 
ments. New Yorkis making an experiment 
or making State prisoners work on roads 
near Clinton Prison, and Tennessee makes 
all prisoners confined in county jails or work- 
houses avaliable for highway la ; 

New Jersey is probably the only State giv- 
ing direct aid to road building, the report 
says. This aid is limited to one-third of the 
roads built by the counties and to the sum 
of $75,000 per annum. The Highway Commis 
sion of Pennsylvania has reported a bill for 
State ald to the amount of $1,000,000 per an 
num, to be distributed among the town- 
ships proportionate to the road tax paid 
by them. The townships, acoord- 
ing to this bill, must set 
aside 25 per cent of theirtax for making 
1 highways. Co-operative road 

ullding, as provided for in New Jersey, has 
been very successful. Abutting land owners 
pay one-tenth the cost, the State one-third 
and the county the remainder dy sale of 
bonds. Under this law ten miles of road 
were built in 1892, twenty-five in 1893 and six 
peg four are applied for by land owners for 


The data already gathered shows that new 
roads are already constructing in many 
parte of the country, and tbat increased 
knowedge and skill, improved machinery 
and methods and extended practical experi- 
ence, are rapidly lessening the cost of good 
roads. 

Civll Engineer Harrison of Asbury Park, 
N. J., is authority for the statement that 
while three or four years ago the cost of 
road building was $10,000 per mile, it was 
last year $3,500 a mile. 

Prof. J. P. Hunnicatt of the University of 
Georgia, in response toaninoqguiry from the 
bureau, states that the cost of good, hard 
roads recentiy built in Georgia, providing 
fora track of stone and one of earth, was 
$1,200a mile, 

Supervisor Chapin of Canandaigua, N. Y. 
inaletterto Expert Stone reports that ten 
miles of a single track stone road, 
with an earth track each side, was bullt 
in that town for$700a mile. Active interest 
in the movement for better roads is shown 
by the railroads generally. Special or re- 
duced rates are offered by many of the ralil- 
roads, and a tabulated statement of the vari- 
ous concessions in shipment rates by a large 
number of companies has been prepared.

RIGHTS OF A WIFE. 


Must Be Willing to Put Up With a 
a Mother-in-Law. 


MES. WILLIAM J, JONES WAS NOT AND 
80 HER HUSBAND GOT A DIVORCE. 


Fight for Possesston of a Child—Suit for 
Slander Bigamg,Madethe Ground for 
a Divoree— Russell Avenue Accident 
Damage Case—Cirouit Court Notes. 


The Court of Apupals reversed the lower 
court in the.cace © lliam J. Janes egainet 
Rose M. Jones. Williamsued for a divorce 
because his wife deserted him and stayed 
away more than one whole year. He tried 
every means to induce herto return, but 
Rose was obdurate and would not come back 
unless her mother-in-law moved out of her 
husband’s house. She wrote a letter to that 
effect, which was produced atthe trial, in 
which she said she never would come back 
and all efforts tu persuade her might as well 
be abandoned as they would be useless. 

The Circuit Court dismiss¢d the case and 
refused to grant Jones a divorce, so he ap- 
pealed the case. The Court of Appeals held 
that he was entitled to a divorce and re- 
versed the decision and instructed the lower 
court to grant Mr. Jones a decree of divorce. 

The decision of the lower court in the case 
of Anton Schmidt against the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain 4 Southern Rallway Co. was 
affirmed. Schmidt sued to recover damages 
from the road because his boy had a leg cut 


off by a freight train. Schmidt was given 4 
judgment for $1,809. 

In the case of Francis W. Droege against 
Elizabeth Droege the court sustained the 
trialcourt. Droege sued fora divorce from 
his wife, on the ground of desertion. In the 
hearing of the case it developed 

that for many years Droege had 
lived with big wife's mother and paid no 
board nor rem for himself ot family when 
the mother-in-law’ establishment was 
broken up Droege wa#compelled to provide 
a home for his wife, which he faled to do 
properly, 80 that his wife lefthim and went 
back to her mother. He practically sanc- 
tioned her desertion by making no effort to 
get her to return. The lower court refused to 
consider his suit, sohe tookanappeal. The 
Court of Appeals holds that he cangot get a 
divorce, as he has not yet established sum 
cient grounds.

THE HAWAIIAN MESSAGE 


President Cleveland’s Hawaiian message 
ts « plain fecital of the facts in the case 
and a forcible plea for morality in 
international affairs. 

That Minister Stevens helped along the 
conspiracy against the Queen must be 
apparent. His letter of Nov. 19, 1892, 
written just after he had received news of 
Harrison’s defeat; clearly indicates a wish 
to hurry the thing along so that the 
revolution might be an accomplished fact 
before the change of administration at 
Washington. That thé project failed was 
due not tu any lack of zeal or skifl on the 
part of the conspirators, but because the 
time was too short. 

On the 16th of January Minister Stevens 
landed the marines in response to a re- 
quest from the Committee of Safety. The 
Queen's Government was at the time both 
a de facto and a de jure Government. As 
the President points out, Stevens“ act was 
an act of war, an invasion of friendly 
territory against the protest of the regular 
and recognized Government. 

On the 17th the Provisional Government 
was proclaimed from the steps of the Gov- 
ernment Building, the proclamation being 
read by an individual whose safety was 
guaranteed by American guns turned 
upon the little group of listeners. Recog- 
hition immediately followed and the 
Queen abdicated, not, however, without 
protest and not until she had _ received as- 


surancs that che whole case would be re-

President 
Harrison did not notice the protest in his 
message recommending annexation.

As the President points out, the absence 
of any superior tribunal to adjudicate in- 
ternational disputes only makes justice 
and fair play more binding upon honor and 
conscience. On this ground he recom- 
mends that the wrong be righted. How 
that is to be done he leaves to be de- 
termined by Congress, in full view of the 
situation as it is with all the complications 
and difficulties that have sprung from the 
wrongful interference of Minister Stevens.

EFFECTS OF BOSTON DIET. 

As a result of the measurement of 24,500 
children in the schools of Boston it dis- 
tinctly appears that Boston children are 
below the standard of physical perfection 
which prevails in St. Louis and some other 
favored American cities, 

In an admirable article on ‘‘Child-Study 
as the Basis of Exact Education,’’ Presi- 
dent G. Stanley Hall states this interesting 
fact, but does not attempt to explain it. 
To Boston people only one explanation 
will seem possible. They will conclude at 
once that their children are less perfect 
pliysically only because they are more 
nearly perfect intellectually than those of 
other cities. 

It is a pity to disturb them in this com- 
forting belief, but the interests of science 
require it. Mr. W. B. Porter has shown 
from the measurements of over 30,000 chil- 
dren that the dullest children are also the 
least developed, the most precocious being 
as a rule the heaviest. 

This disposes of the Boston defense, for 
Mr. Porter’s authority is not to be ques- 
tioned. ,

ducing the situation by offering our arbi- 
tration if both parties would agree to 
abide by the conditions of settlement we 
might propose. This would enable us to 
propose a representative assembly to 
formulate and éubmit a scheme of govern- 
ment to the Hawaiian people, whose 
assent to it would command for it the 
recognition of our own and other nations. 

But when the Queen demands uncondi- 
tional restitution of her throne at our 
hands and the de facto Government insists 
on being sustained or let alone, it is not 
clear that our Government is under any 
moral obligation to take the side of either 
faction, or that it can do so without 
making matters worse or assuming a con- 
trol that is not only contrary to our set- 
tled foreign policy, but is full of danger- 
ous contingencies. 

Our Government should stick to the 
care of American home interests entirely, 
and not be drawn by sentimental consider- 
}ations of any sort into meddling with the 
local affairs of islands 2,000 miles from our 
coast.

A Money Demand. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—Assistant 
Attorney-General Hall has rendered a decis- 
ion holding that aftera pension is conferred 
by Congress on a class of persons the appli- 


cation for pension of every person in that 
class is a money demand against the Govern- 


ment. , 

This decision is rendered in a case referred 
from the Commissioner of Pensions tothe 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior and from 
himto the Assistant Attorney-General. It 
is based on an inguiry of ex-Deputy Com- 
missioner of Pengions Lincoin as to whether 
he can, as an ex-employe, be recognized as 
an attorney incumbent in office in view of 
sec, 190 of the Revised Statutes, prohibiting 
employes from prosecuting any claim 
against the United States, pending while 
they are in office, for a period of two years 
after leaving the office.

A. P. Bettersworth, a compositor, whose 
peculiar disappearance from his home, 2209 
Walnut street last month, when 
he deserted ‘his wife and two little 
children was chronicled exclusively in 
the Fosr-Disraron at the time, returned to 
St. Louis on Sunday last, and after adding 
another chapter to the interesting account 
of his marital infidelity again quietly 
skipped out last night. He is believed 
this time to have gone to San Francisco, 
and to bave been accompanied by a woman, 
not his wife, who, onthe occasion referred 
to, accused him of misappropriating no 
small amount of her savings. 


BetterSworth, it will be remembered, 
though married, had fora number of years 
been paying marked attentions to an un- 
married woman name? Louisa Schumacher, 
living at 708 Lami street and employed in the 
coat department at Mills & Averill, corner 
Pine street and Broadway. When he last 
disappeared this young lady claimed 
that under the name of 
George Adams and representing himself as 
an upmarried man, Bettersworth had asked 
her to become dis wife. She had 
consented and to assist him in tur- 
nishing them a home she alleged 
that he had borrowed from her nearly the 
whole of her savings from years of work. 
She received a telegram from him 
dated Newark, N. J., saying he 
would write to her. She expressed 
great surprise when the reporter informed 
her ofthe perfidy of her flance, and vowed 
to have nothing more to do with him. 

It now develops that the young lady re- 
ceived several letters afterwards from 
Bettersworth, who was in New York. 
She also had several inter- 
Views with the wife, whom he had 
deserted. In some way Bettersworth 
managed to ‘‘square’’ himself with her and 
to regain her affection and confidence. The 
deserted wife gained but little satisfaction 
and consolation by her pleadings with the 
woman who had secured her husband's love. 


MET HIM AT THE DEPOT. 
Sunday night last Bettersworth returned 
to St. Louis and was met at the depot, it is 


said, bythe Schumacher woman, who had 
de e advised by letter of his coming. 
One ofthe first places they are alleged to 
have visited was the Capitol Hotel, 
corner of Ninth and Chestnut steeets, where 
they inquired for a Mr "Martin 
and wife of New York, it is stated. Gus 
Rosenberg, the night clerk at the hotel, told 
them that the persons named were not regis- 
tered at the house, and that tne only 
couple from New York stopping 
there were registered as James Hayes 
and wife. Bettersworth concluded that 
these were his friends and was shown their 
room. The patr are alleged to have re- 
mained there for some time drinking 
beer. The woman went home and Bet: 
tersworth rang for the night clerk and 
ordered a room, giving his name as Adams. 
He stopped there until last night when he 
was met at the hotel by an 
guainftance, who recognized him, 
asked him what he was doing. 
response RBettersworth pulled out two 
tickets for San Francisco and remarked that 
he was g0ing on to the Coast with 
nis girl.“ In a spirit of bravado he 
pulled from his pocket a large handful uf 
gold pieces, hea ae a og seme the re- 
mark that ne ed all ri 7! 0 
bought his triena Wevera Arinks artea 
with him. This was the last seen him, 
and he is supposed to have left for San 
Franciaco last evening and to have been ac- 
companied by Miss schumacher. 


MISS SCHUMACRER GONE. 
Inguiry atthe home of Miss Schumacher 
developed the fact tha: she had left 
there last evening, taking her clothes, 
and merely stating that she was 


going to live out.’* She refused to say 
where she was going, but promised to let 
them know directly after she was settled 
down. This morning she falled to show up 
for work at Milis & Averill’s, where she was 
employed, nor did she send down any 
excuse for her absence. Her relatives 
do not question the presumption 
that she has eloped with Bettersworth 
and when asked about the matter merely 
shrug thair shoulders and express the belief 
that she will show m4 again some time and 
that they know nothing about her disap- 
pearance. 

Miss Schumacher appears to be no amateur 
in affairs similar to this.
